Six Track Department Employes of U. & D. 


Killed Outright in Wreck Near Grand Gorge 


EXTRA FREIGHT HITS 
REAR OF WORK TRAIN 


William Lafferty, Well Known in Oneonta, Track 


Supervisor on Northern End, One of 


Victims of Disaster 


TrainOrdersMisunderstood 


Suggested As Possible Cause of Accident—Ora Worth of 


Hobart, Floyd Chase, Fred Borst and Fred Loudon 


of Grand Gorge and Abe Johnson of Oneonta 


Also Trapped in Caboose. 


Six employes of the track department of the Ulster and Delaware 


railroad, among them being "William Lafferty, track supervisor be- 
1u-een Oneonta and Arkville and -well known in this city, met in- 
stantaneous and a shocking death yesterday morning between 11:20 
and 11:30 o'clock when a south bound, extra freight collided with 
the work train at a point about 1J£ miles south of the Grand Gorge 
station. 
The unfortunate victims of the accident were seated in 


the caboose of the work train which was backing up on the single 
track from Koxbury toward Grand Gorge and they were caught 
as in a trap, the slight frame of the caboose being crushed into 
splinters between the big locomotive of the freight train and the 
heavy hoisting crane which was next to the caboose in the work 
train. Every one of the victims suffered fractured skulls and several 
of them sustained frightful mutilation. None others of those on 
the two trains suffered any injuries of a serious nature, though some 
were bruised and badly shaken up. It is hinted that the accident was 
due to a misunderstanding of train orders.

tained by Ward earlier in the day. 
Ward's lawyers filed notice of appeal 
and announced that meanwhile they 
would try to obtain their client's re- 
lease on bail for appearing tomorrow 
before Justice Seeger in Newburgh. 
Counsel for the prisoner, who con- 
tends that he fired in self-defense af- 
ter keeping 
an 
appointment -with

about two weeks ago, argued that 
he should be released

charge had been

against him. They contended that the 
warrant on which Ward was taken 
into custody again after his S10.000

Justice Touns's Decision. 


Justice Young's decision read: 
"The relator appears to have volun- 


tarily consented to all 
proceedings 


taken by the coroner and the district 
attorney, except his rearrest on the 
ground of the insufficiency of the cash 
bail deposited by him. 


"In my opinion Mr. Justice Seeger 


has a legal right to cause his arrest 
for that purpose. 
The propriety of 


the increased bail was not argued be- 
fore me nor was any application to fix 
tho amount of bail presented to me 
on the arguments. 


"For the reasons assigned, I think 


the writ must be dismissed and it is 
so ordered." 


Ward Appears Unconcerned. 


Ward, wearing a blue s'Uit with a 


freshly-laundered handkerchief in the 
breast pocket, entered the court room 
entiling when the hearing opened. Ho 
wore no handcuffs. 


Seating himself at his counsel's ta- 


ble, he appeared unroncornrd. Sever- 
al times he laughed as ho talked with 
his lawyers. 


It was believed that there might 


conie out at the hearing details of the 
blackmail plot but as soon as Dis- 
trict Attorney Weeks began a review 
of the case one of Ward's attorneys 
said \ 
" I don't think this Is the time for 


these details to be presented and sent 
broadcast by the press.

COMMITTEE TARIFF 


SCHEDULES UPHELD 


But Rates Come Under Fire of 


Bath Republicans and Demo- 


crats in Day's Debate 


Washington. May 26.—The senate 


came today to its first big fight over 
individual schedules in the tariff bill. 


Rates recommended by the finance 


committee majority on some steel 
products came under fire from both 
the Republican and Democratic sides 
of the chamber but as rapidly as 
votes were taken the committee was 
sustained. 


Senator Cummins of Iowa, one of 


the Republican senators who fought 
the Payne-Aldrich bill, opened 
the 


fight on committee duties on steel 
plates and announced that he would 
have amendments to offer to many 
other duties in the schedule. 
Senator 


Underwood of Alabama, the Demo- 
cratic leader, and Senator Stanley of 
Kentucky, conducted the fight for the 
minority. 


Asserting that for years the United 


States Steel Corporation had fixed the 
prices on substantially all commodi- 
ties it produced or in which it dealt. 
Senator Cummins said the intimacy 
in the industry was so close that 
something beside competition would 
have to be depended upon to fix rea- 
sonable prices. 


"I do not want to go to the point 


to which we are being forced, that 
of the government fixing price," said 
Senator Cummins. 
"Therefore, I am 


in favor of adjusting the schedules to 
permit fair competition from abroad 
but I do not know that that : will 
be -effective." 
- 


The Iowa senator and Senators Un- 


derwood and Stanley argued that the 
United States could and did produce 
steel cheaper than any other country 
in the world, the Democratic senators 
Insisting that In thi<* circumstance 
tariff duties were unnecessary. 
Sen- 


ator. Stanley said the United States 
was selling in the markets oE the 
world and that in the face of that the 
United States Steel corporation want- 
ed congress to guarantee its profits 
against any possible competition from 
foreign lands. 


Senator 
Underwood 
characterized 


the rates on steel plates as a "shame 
and fraud" on the American people. 
He urged that congress "let the steel 
industry stand as it was, a giant in 
the world of industry, and not wet 
nurse it like a baby in a crib."

"The Ruth incident in New York

of Motor Truffle. 


: There has been a great deal of dls- 
tousalon relative to reckless driving ot 
motor vehicles this spring, and more 
than a few admonitions to careless 
drivers to go slowly and regard the 
laws. Urgent as these appeals have 
been, however, there does not soem 
to be acquiescence In them as the 
•circumstances and the statutes would 
justify. Instead there has been an in- 
creasinr number of accidents, moat of 
them easily preventible, nnd even these 
do sot appear to have been effectual 
03 a, deterrent. This Is an unfortunate 
thing, but It is unmistakably the case; 
and If tho overage citizen, afoot or 
In wagon or motor vehicle. Is to have 
the protection to which by the law 
he Is entitled, there must be a tight- 
ening «p of th» regulations. 
. For an example, though the traffic 
laws are specttlo 
In requiring that 
vehicles should not pass trolley cars 
which have stopped to receive or dis- 
charge passengers, there Is probably 
not a day passes In Oneonta, in itfhich 
this regulation la not openly violated. 
Unfortunately 
these 
violations are 


frequently at points remote from the 
center of population, so that they are 
less likely to come under the official 
«ye, but none the less they are fre- 
quent and -persistent. Tho speed ordi- 
nance is also frequently violated, and 
that more accidents do not on this ac- 
count occur is rather due to good for- 
tune than to caution. In Ilka category 
la the close 'cutting of street corners 
Instead of the broad swing 
which 


judgment would indicate, the failure 
to display the rear red lights or for 
that matter of any lights at all until 
long alter the required nightfall hour, 
«.nd the cutting In betwen cars by

j All these and many other violations 
I of the traffic law ore from day to 
'day noticeable, and they are at this 
itime mentioned, as they previously 
i"before have, been, because with the 
:approach of Memorial day, which is

'abroad, and it willjonly be by exercise 
;of the utmost caution that safety can 
be assured. As for the police otllcers 
'and the courts, if individuals will not 
: conform to the laws through a per- 
'«onal sense of their obligations to the 
community, the court must by heavier 
penalties enforce them. Bigger fines, 
a term in., jail, revocation of licenses 
!and the suspension of the right to 
i drive a. car, are things which would 
'have a steadying effect upon such 
;owners and drivers as are in moments 
jot carelessness or of exhlllratlon like'- 
'ly to run wild. 
1 It used to be feared that the multl- 
'plication of the number 
of motor 


'vehicles would have an unfortunate 
effect on the Sunday services In the 
;churches, This matter may work out 
'its own solution. If the general use of 
ithe highways by careless nnd possibly 
.stimulated drivers on Sundnj-s is to

Biological Survey Agent Reports

Black Rodents In Big Bands Are Play.

in Washington. 


Walla Walla, Wash.—Black rats In 


big bands are killing calves and sheep 
in the range country lying in Asotiu 
rounty, 
Washington, 
and 
UrnatUla 


county, Oregon. 


A report received by ^l. T. Jackson 


of the biological survey, from F. O. 
Itasmussen of Staniield, that wharf 
rats had killed four calves, was im- 
mediately investigated and found true. 


Jackson lay awake several nights in 


a manger of the calf pen on this ranch 
and watched developments. 
By the 


aid of a large, powerful flashlight he 
flooded the pen with light and saw 
with amazement several score large, 
long-taUed rats come from the brusii 
patches nearby and begin to tease the 
calves. Tiiey first bit the ankles of 
the animals and kept up the torment 
until the calves began to run around 
the peji. This seemed to be the mo- 
tive of the teasing, for the rats there- 
upon chased the calves until one fell 
exhausted. The rats, whose numbers 
had bfen 
constantly Increasing by 


new arrivals started to gnaw the flesh 
above tho hoofs, letting the young nnl- 
mal blepd to death. Tho rodents ate 
their fill of meat and departed. 


Jackson 
and 
assistants promptly 


removed the other caJves and applied 
powerful poison to the carcass of tho 
recently killed cnlf. 


The following morning over 100 


dead rats wore picked up in the pen. 


Reports that coyotes have been 


mutilating young stock in this section 
are now blamed to the rats. 


Rats and not rabbits are believed 


to be the guilty rodents ruining In- 
numerable fruit trees in Asotin coun 
ty orchards. 
A complete inveistisra- 


lion as to the habits and home life 
of these v, andering rats is being made 
by the biological survey. Why wharf 
rats should travel so far from the 
ocean or the Columbia river is the 
strangest problem Jackson had been 
confronted \\itli In the Nortlivtest.

POOLING SEED POTATOES. 


Growers to Market Through the Cen- 


tral Statewide Agency. 


A forward step has been taken by 


tho New York Cooperative Seed Po- 
tato association. 
Growers this year 


have signed up to market the crop 
through a central, statewide agency. 
The organization will stabilize prices 
and expand markets for "Blue Tag" 
seed potatoes, the New York state 
brand. 


According to the contract, the cen-' 


tral association controls the sale of 
potatoes from inspected fields, pools 
the proceeds of sales and applies four 
differentials to pooling. These are: 
Each variety or type will be pooled 
separately: freight delivery charges 
will not be pooled: fall and Spring 
shipments will be pooled separately; 
and growers are allowed to sell In- 
dividually at a higher price, but 
through the association. 


The marketing plan was worked 


out in cooperation with the New York 
Farm Bureau federation and is the 
result of eight years' activity in de- 
veloping the seed potato industry of 
the state. Last 
year 
more than 


173,000 bushels of seed were eligible 
for certification and acreage is grow- 
ing steadily. Officials believe tho new 
method of marketing will prove of 
great value in developing the seed 
potato industry of Xew York state.

May 1, 1865, consisting of dedication 
ceremonies of the ground where 257 
Union 
soldiers 
were 
buried.

erciser,

Jamea Hedpath. general superinten- 
dent of education. 
But as this gath- 


ering waa called for the single pur- 
pose of dedicating a cemetery, it could 
hardly be regarded as the "flrst Me- 
morial flay." 


There were no festivities In con- 


nection wUh the flrst Memorial day 
In Columbus. 
This was a day of "sad 


memories." 


From 1861 to the end of the war 


Columbus had a Ladies' Aid society, 
its purpose being: to care for soldiers, 
111 or wounded, who might come home 
or who could be reached in the field.
